A GOOD PERFORMANCE. 


T stated in a for article that 
any car that will accelerate from ten 
to fifty miles in thirty seconds Was «4 
good performing car. Today many 
cars will do this, whereas last year 
but few would. Today the unusual car 
must do this performance under 
twenty seconds. Anything slower than 
twenty seconds is not unusual Of 
course, twenty-five seconds very 
meritorious and perhaps beyond the 
ability of most of the older cars buat 
to be unusual its performance should 
be under twenty seconds. 

As light weight 
important factor 
methods of reducing weight without 
sacrificing strength have been receiv- 
ing consideration to the end that the 
discussion of aluminum in the con- 
struction of motor cars has been 
prominently before engineers for the 
past three months. At the last meet- 
ing of the Detroit section of the So- 
ciety of Automobile Engineers, Mr. J. 
E. Diamond, chief engineer of the 
Aluminum Castings Company, pre- 
sented a paper on the various aspects 
of aluminum and the meeting was 
addressed by Mr. Davis, president of 
the Aluminum Company of America. 
It seems the most important thing the 
engineers wanted to know was, if they 
had adopted aluminum, how ‘were 
they going to get it? They practically 
all admitted the value of aluminum 


sensational advances in the price of 
aluminum in the past six months 
has effectually discouraged a great 
many who otherwise would have been 
advocates of its extensive use, The 
writer knows of one instance where 
eighty cents a pound was refused for 
150 tons and when you bear in mind 
that this metal cost under twenty 
cents a year ago, you will see what 
influence this will have on the cost 
of motor cars. Certain manufacturers 
whose designs will not permit «a 
change and who have distributed 
aluminum lavishly in their design 
simply to assist the eventual purchaser 
in having a light car and an easy- 
riding car are certainly being sorely 
tried during this period as the temp- 
tation to substitute heavier metals 
indeed grave. 

Aluminum is now ly uni- 
versally adopted as the metal for pis- 
tons, but even on this point consider- 
able difference exists betwen aluml- 
num, the ordinary sand cast variety, 
and the dle cast metal. It is consid- 
ered that the Cothias process of die 
casting insures a surface approxi- 
mately twenty-five per cent. harder 
then the ordinaty sand cast process. 
Of course the use of aluminum in this 
purely reciprocal part adds enormous- 
ly to the life of the bearings, smooths 
out the operation and in other ways 
has a function beyond that of mere 
weight reduction. 

NO STRENGTH NECESSARY. 

But the extensive use of aluminum 
in such parts as fenders, bonnets, 


parts, etc, is only due 
to the desire of ucer 
to build a product which will

Discoverer of Gold Mine and Inventor 
of Many Devices. 

John Michael Pray, whe came to 
California in the days of the gold 
discovery, and who resided in Los An- 
geles for forty-three years, died Fri- 
day night at the family home, No. 
1283 West Thirty-sixth street. He 
was In his eighty-eighth year. 

The funeral will be held at 10 
o'clock tomorrow morning at the 
chapel of Cunningham & O'Connor, 
and the interment will be in Calvary 
Cemetery. 

r. Pray was a native of Philadel- 
phia. and was a descendant from a 
royal family of Germany. He came 
to California tn 1852, and became in- 
terested in mining In the northern 
part of the State: He was the discov- 
erer of the Sheep Ranch mine... He 
amassed a fortune, but after sustain- 
ing losees that amounted to more 
than $40,000, he went 
where he remained several years, be- 
ing located at Hermosillo and Guay- 
mas. Thére he was engaged in busti- 
ness in mechanical lines, and while in 
Mexico he handled the tronwork on 
some of the large cathedrals of that 
country. 

While residing in Mexico he mar- 
ried, and in 1873 he returned to Call- 
fornia and located in Los Angeles. 
Mr. Pray invented many. mechanical 
devices, probably the most important 
of which is the Pray chain tongs, 
now in getieral use. He had a very 
wide acquaintance throughout Call- 
fornia, and was known to practically 
all of the pioneers of Southern Call- 
fornia. 

He Was the father of twelve chil- 
dren, and is survived by seven, Mra. 
Thomas J. Hammer, Mrs. Henry Ve- 
jar, Mrs. Martin G. Smith, Misa Car- 
men Vibiana, Miss Louise Josenhine.

FLOOD CONTROL BOARD 
INDORSES BOND PLANS. 


the report of the Executive 
Committee favoring a bond issue 
of $3,600,000, the Los Angeles County 
Flood Control Association yesterday 
paved the way for immediate action 
by the people on the big problem of 
protection from floods. The matter 
now rests with the Board of Super- 
visors, a majority of whose members 
have expressed themselves officially in 
favor of the project. 

The most important recommenda- 
tion of the committee was that the 
bond issue should not be divided but 
it suggested that this. point be left 
for further consideration of the as- 
seciation at a future meeting. En- 
gineers employed to estimate the 
amount of money needed recom- 
mended that $1,600,000 be voted for 
general conservation work such as 
restraining dams and spreading 
grounds: $1,000,000 for rights of way 
for channels, damages and similar ex- 
penses and the remaining $1,000,000 
for clearing of channels and their 


protection.

The third volume of “Pelle the Con- 
queror,” complete in iteéif with the subtitle 
of “The Great Struggle” by Martin Ander- 
son Nexo, translated by Bernard Miall 
(Henry Holt & Co.) widens the theme 
which began in “Boyhood,” and was fol- 
lowed by “Apprenticeship.” The novel will 
culminate and be concluded in “Victory,” 

Pelle, having finished his apprenticeship 
to a cobbler, seeks Copenhagen hoping to find 
it the city of fortune. Instead, robbed of 
his emall savings, cast into the street, res- 
cued and adopted by three merry orphan 
children who live in the tenement-like “Ark,” 
he finds it a city of misery, with working 
people in poverty, with small tradesmen 
being crowded there by the changing in- 
dustrial order that brought forth in 
travail the “trusts” and the “unions.” 

Pelle becomes the chief organizer for ' 
the . shoemakers, and advised by the 
patriarchial mason, Stolpe, becomes a 
prominent and honest labor leader. 

In the high noon of victory he is ar- 
rested for counterfeiting—with which he 
experimented as a hobby. Nothing could 
be scarcely more uncalled for, more wanton- 
ly melodramatic on the part of the author 
than this preposterous wrench given the 
story, which, unpleasant as it is to say 
so of an author competent as Nexo, can- 
not be construed otherwise than as a cheap 
trick to heighten interest in the conclud- 
ing volume. 

“The Great Struggle” is by no means 
invalidated because the craftsman’s hand 
slipped in the last chapter. There remains 
stil] the story of Hanne—a princess of the 
slums, day-dreaming—<crushed easily as 
bright-winged moth in the hands of the 
handsome stranger; the story of Ellen, 
from whom came a tense, supporting love 
for Pelle; the story of the criminal 
Ferdinand, of the orphaned, mothering 


Marie. 
But point by point, “The Great Struggle” 
falls to equal the previous novel, “Ap- 
prenticeship,” which gave a finely wrought 
and vivid picture of the toilers among 
whom Pelle was initiated into his trade. 


The difference betwpen “reminiscences” 
and an “autobiography” ia largely that the 
one who writes the former thinks he has 
seen enough to interest his fellow-men, 
and the one who writes the latter thinks 
he has done enough to be interesting to 


them. 

Lyman Abbott has modestly selected 
“Reminiscences” (Houghton Mifflin Com- 
pany) for the title of the most important 
of the memories stored up by eighty long 
years of active life, during which he has 
been successively a lawyer, a minister and 
an editor. His father was a prominent 
scholar and college professor, his uncles 
were men of letters and one, John Abbott, 
wrote the first history of Napoleon in 
English that had permanent value. 

Mr. Abbott has not fallen into the ret- 
rospective melancholy characteristic of 
many elderly men who mournfully regret 
the “good old times of thelr younger days.” 
He believes he has seen the world grow 
a little better, and says so—especially with 
reference to New York City. Age sits 
lightly on his shoulders, and he confides 
that it is only the remonstrances of his 
children that keep him from preaching
